2. The prior art, including the disclosure of Abdallah et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,1 15,812), has not 
taught or render obvious the feature of implicitly indicating that a plurality of non-contiguous groups of 
source bits are to be duplicated as recited in independent claims 19, 93, 101, 110, 113, 116, 119, 120, 
135, 136, 137, 138, and 139 (in combination with all other features of the respective independent claim). 

3. Claims 20, 22, 23, and 121-123 depend from claim 19 and are considered allowable for at least 
the reasons given above for claim 19. 

4. Claims 94-98, 124, and 128 depend from claim 93 and are considered allowable for at least the 
reasons given above for claim 93. 

5. Claims 102-105 and 107-109 depend from claim 101 and are considered allowable for at least 
the reasons given above for claim 101. 

6. Claims 111, 112, 125, and 129 depend from claim 110 and are considered allowable for at least 
the reasons given above for claim 110. 

7. Claims 114, 115, 126, 130, and 133 depend from claim 113 and are considered allowable for at 
least the reasons given above for claim 113. 

8. Claims 117, 118, 127, 131, and 134 depend from claim 116 and are considered allowable for at 
least the reasons given above for claim 116.
